it, like every domestic animal, will do 
best on good pastu re*, it u ill live and 
yield milk on astonishingly little food. 
The anim al and its milk are almost 
entirely 
exem pt 
from disease.

milk is more nu tritiou s than th a t of the 
cow and agrees with stom achs th at 
cow ’s milk frequ ently offends. 
The 
animal requ ires only the- cheapest kind 
of shelter, bu t it needs shelter from the 
storms and in winter. 
If by reason of 
drou ght soiling is necessary, leaves, 
vegetable refu se, peelings of the apple 
or potato, bread cru sts or stale bread, 
if they are sw eet and clean, will be all 
the feed th a t is needed. 
All goats, however, will not eat the 
sam e food, and the feeder will h ave to 
stu dy the appetites of the Individu al 
animal. 
F re qu e nt feeding and a va ­ 
riety of food in winter will be fou nd 
beneficial. 
Roots, olhneal, oats, com
